BEYOND THE MOON 

Last year's succonstol 'Sky- 
Jab" project “set the stage 
for this type of mission. Three 
crews of astronauts worked in 
Skylab-the world's ‘rat full- 
Scale space station-for a total 
of seven months. And if, for a 
‘moment, wo leave astronauts 
‘out of the picture, we find that 
the ‘United States is (a. the 
middle of its most ambitious 
exploration of the solar system 
Since the start of the Space 
Age. Its robot craft “Pioneer” 
has fown close to Jupiter after 
a full 20-month voyage from 
earth and sent back close-up 
Pictures of the glant of the solar 
System, Still active, Pioneer is 
now streaking out fo the farth- 
Sst fringes of the galaxy. A 
"Mariner" spacocrati, by con- 
trast, has flown Inward towards 
the sun, to look at both Vequs 
and Mercury, Next year, two 
‘Viking’ craft will land instr. 
ments on Mars to continue the 
search for some form of life 
there,

space fight will come In 1975, 
When the United States and 
Russia carry out thoir frat joint 
mission.
